The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for allowance of the claim 1 and its dependent claims is the 
inclusion in claim 1 of a needle bar control unit controlling a needle bar position control 
unit controlling a needle bar rocking mechanism so that the needle bar is rocked so as to 
occupy a predetermined zigzag position, when a detector for detecting a thread cassette 
has detected the thread cassette ejected from a cassette mount. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 10 is the inclusion of a needle bar 
position control program accomplishing a function of controlling a needle bar rocking 
mechanism so that a needle is rocked so as to occupy a predetermined zigzag position, 
when a detector has detected a thread cassette ejected from a cassette mount.
